THE KAISER'’S INDISCRETION.

Ir is a most unusual thing for’monarchs 
to lay bare their minds to the 
world by means of an “interview” in- 
‘tended for publication in the newspaper 
press But inasmuch as the London Datly 

elegraph announces that the interview 
‘with His Majesty the KatsEr which it 
publishes was communicated to it on 
“unimpeachable authority,” we may take 
it that His Majesty has deemed this to be. 
the most effectual way of combatting the 
suspicions in England, engendered by Ger- 
many’s programme of naval expansion. 
Had the Emperor confined his observa- 
tions entirely to that question it is very 
probable that His Majesty's exrlanations 
would have promptly had the influence and 
effect desired, but the remarkable utterances 


. which practically ascribe Englatid’s success 


in the war againat the Boers to the agsist- 
ance givenby His Majesty in response to a 
grief-stricken letter from QuEen Victoria 
are of so startling and sensational a character 
that they will probably obscure‘for a time the 
main purpose of the interview. His refusal to 
receive the Boer delegates, he eaid, caused 
the collapse of the effort of the Boers to 
secure European intervention in the war; 
and he declined the invitation of France and 
Russia to join in humilia'ing England by 
intervening when the war was at its height. 
Furnished as these statements obviously 
are, in this connection, as proofs of His 
Masesty’s strong friendship for England, 
they cannot but stir the recollection of 
certain historical declarations by the Ger- 
man Chancellor which are nlaced.bv these 
revelations in quite a new light. ‘For us,” 
said Count-von Buztow, the Chancell r, 
‘tintervention was precluded by the gene- 
ral int«rnational situation, as well aa by 
our special Germsn interests.” These 
interests were not defined, and we are left 
to surmise whether the special German 
interests alluded to were the interesta 
attaching to friendship with England. But 
the Karser’s further comments on the Boer 
war will excite the greatest interes‘. During 
to black week of 1899, the Karser said, ‘he 


".. replied sympathetically to a grief-stricken 


letter from Queen Victorra and ordered 
one of his officers to furnish an exact 
account of the numbers and positions of the 


opposing forces, He further caused a plan of 


campaign to be worked ont, which wag sub. 
mitted to the General Staff, and afterwards 
forwarded to England, it beiog remarked 
as a curious coincidence ‘that the plan 
adopted by Lord Rosrrts was much on the 
same lines.’ While it must be confessed 
that this is very substantial proof of friend- 
ship to England, the suggestion that it was 
to German Military intellegence and 
strategy that the British army owed its 
successful termination of the war will leave 
a sting that.robs the unceasing friendship 
story of something of its sweetness. In the 
circumstances which prevailed when Lord 
Roperts went out to South Africa it is 
not remarkable that his plan should lave 


’ borne a resemblance to the one which 


the Karser states that he forward- 
ed té England. It was obvious to most

privately communicating to [nogland in-. 
formation from his officers of the disposi- 
tion of tha Boer fotces, dnd actually 
suggesting a plan of campaign, must come 
as a startling bit of information to the 
chancelleries of Europe. Tt does seem 
extraordinary that che Kaiser should have 
given himself away to| the jworld in this 
manner, and this feature of the interview 
will not, we imagin>, be sodn forgotten. 
His Muajesty’s defence of his naval policy is 
but little less startling tham the other 
features of the atatem@nt. ‘Ve take the 
meaning, of this defenge to be that the 
growing naval strength of the Asiatic Powers: 
threatens danger to Ehropean commerce. 
No-one, Hrs Masesty remarked, could 
foresee the possibilities jof the Far East iu 
days not so far distant as some would have 
us believe. It would have been extremely 
intaresting to have Hrq Masesty’s views 
on this subject in greater detail. Ag 
it is we can only surmibe that the Kaiser 
is looking forward to the time when China 
will have provided herself with a power- 
ful navy which, united| to that cf Japan, 
migot be in a position tq dictate to Europe. 
If that represents the outook in Hrs 
Masesry's mind, we feat he will not beable 
to persuade the world that there is any earl 

prospect of China possessing a navy abich 
will constitute a inenace|to European inter- 
esta in the Pacific. That}China will one day 
possess such a navy there can be no doubt 
whatever. The ambition exists, but before 
it can beachieved admivistrative and finan- 
cial reforms of a sweeping chargcter are 
necessary. How soon these may come no 
mau cin tell. In this part of the world the 
future is certainly pregnant with great 
possibilities and to count those possibilities 
and prepare to meet them is the highest 
form of statesmanship, Now that the 
British nation is told from the mcuth of the 
Kaiser himself what ideas have inspired 
Germany’s naval expansion scheme and that 
His Masesty anticipates that the fleets gf 
England and Germany! will be speaking 
together in the great debates of the future, 
the misrepresentation and suspicion which 
His Masresty has so ce ‘resented as A 


personal insult will doubtless be checked, 
though the public opinion of England is 
not by any means prepared to accept the 
Kaiser's view of the “‘yellow peril.” We 
are inclined to think that on the whole His 
MaJsesty's indiscrest :explanations will 
prove more embarrassing to Germany than 
conciliatory to England. :

It should not be a difficult matter for the 
Police authorities to get hold of the men 
who are primarily résponsible for the rigtvus 
proceedings in the western and central parts 
of the City on Sunday and Monday. We 
do pot mean merely the persons who 
actually led the bands of ignorant coolies 
in the raids upon the offending shope ; 
the police fortunately managed to arrest 
many of these and it may be hoped that the 
magistrates have dealt with them ina 
way which will deter any from engaging 
in similar enterprises in the ony 
in future.

_Stated.that the Court of Appeal in Peking has 
reoéntly memorialised to the Throne pointing 


o out that, althongh Imporial edicts have beoa- 


issued commanding all the officiala to abolieh 
- the infliction of torture in their yameng, and thet 
Hig Majesty's sacred orders have bsen com- 
municated to the officials of all the Provinces 
in China with instructicns’ to strictly observe 
- and oarry them out, it has transpired that in 
many instances since the edicts ware isaned, 
risoners who ought tobe condemned to death 
¢ committing serious crimes, such as marder 
and pirsoy, have stubbornly refused to confess 
their orimes.. The Court of Appeal suggests 
that in cases like these the officials might be 
permitted tno pal go ag to avoid the 
unnecessary loss of time in retrying such cases, 
The Court also suggests that thie preventa 
risoners charged with outrageous orimres 
rom dying a painfol death in the prisons 
through - long imprisonment, thas escaping 
the lawful: death punishment and naturally 
creating public suspicion that the prison admini- 
stration is unsatisfactory, A«to oriminals who 
have committed offences which are not punishable 
by deere and yee obettaatels refuse to make 
‘confessions and re lead innocence and 
make false statements to deceive the Courts.

Ting Ping was soselerated through the action 
of Captain Lo in imprisoning and punisbi ga 
messenger who was depated by the Pirate Chief 
some three weeks ago to negotiate for the se! tle- 
‘ment of the amount of ransom. The Military 
officers here sre blaming Captain Lo for the 
rash step taken by him in punishing tle 
mersenger which, they say, roused the temper of 
Luk Lan Ching and he immediately caused the 
captive to ba put to death.’ It is reported that 
t*e Nam Hoi and the Military officers (all of 
whom seemed to be powerless) are now endea- 
vouring to raise the required sum amongst 
themselves to redeem Sin Ting Ping’s body.

THE COLLISION WITH H.M8. 
“FLORA.”

‘Tha N.C, Daily News of the 29th ult. gives 
the following account of this collision of which 
wa otic telegraphic icformation last

During the tiffin hour yesterday a collision 
oocurred on the river which resulted in serious 
damage to the Hanyang Iron and Steel Works 
Co.’s new steamer “Hanping.’ The “ Han- 
ping” (Capt. Austin). was coming up river, 
inward bound from Hankow, and after 
rounding Pootnng Point and entering the 
Pootung side of the obannel apparently lost 
steering way and drifted soroas the bows 
of H. M. 8. “Flora,” with the reeult that 
a large hole was rent in her starboard side, 
The vessel was loaded with a full catgo 
of pig-iron and at once began to siok, bat had 
suficient way on to reach the Pootung ghore, 
where she grounded in the mud. The hoder 
fires wore at once extinguished and the Customs 
fire-float “ Huning” was soon in attendance 
and stood by to assist in pumping ont the 
stranded steamer, which was b y that time almost 
full of water, Two bonrsa later, however, the 
“Hanping ” clipped down the bauk into deeper 
water arid with the rise of the tide, there was 
littla to be sean of her with the exception of ber 
high bridge houses astern and h-r masts, - 

‘The “ Hanping” was launchd in Hongkong 
this year and was built by the firm of Messrs. 
W. H. Bailey and. Co. She is of 1.500 tons 
displacement.and her dimensions are; length 
between perpendioulars, 215 feet; moulded 
depth 13.5. feet, with a-mean draught of nine 
feet when fully loaded. She arrived in Shang.

JAPANESE BOYCOTT MOVEMENT 
-CAUSES A RIOT.

POLICE FIRE ON MOB 
. ‘MILITARY CALLED ovrt. 
Inlense excitement, mingled with considerable 
anxiety, prevailed in the western pa:t of Hong- 
kong ou Sunday night and the whole of Monday 


(Nov 1 and 2), when pre-arranged attacks were |- 


made by sympathisers with the Japanese boy- 
cott movement to loot or wreck all C'inese 
shops which were trading in Japanese prodacts. 
The mobs had worked themselves up into a 


‘high state of excitement, and were unwilling 


to otey the commands of the police who strove 
paticntly against the riotous crowd before re- 
sorting to force. But even the use of olubbed 
rifles and batons could not quell the spirit 


Spf the mob who were eridently out for blood, 
’ . and by their behaviour on Mo 
* the fire of the police carbines upon themeelves

There can be 
no doubt that the primary cause of the riot was 
the selling of boyoot ed Japanese goods by 


_-* Chinese firms, but diffvrent reasons are given as 


to what actually led up to the first attack. 

_A prominent Chinese gentleman informed 
us that the riot Lad its origin in the publication 
of aparagraph in a Japanese paper stating that 
the Chinese wore tired of the Popoott and would 
raise it on tho first day of the 10th moon 
(October. 25th), Following the publication 
of this paragraph Japanese lanterns, on 
which were painted fish with their heads 
where their tails ought to be, are alleged 
to have been hung before certain Japanese 
shops in Amoy, and it was this deadly insalt 
which the Chinese could not brook. Even 
one instance of the kind, our informant men- 
tioned, would be so.n spread over the Empire, 
and would be sufficient to inoresase the already 
strained relations between the peoples of the two 
Eastern empires. 

. ~ BOYCOITERS FROM CANTON 

The Hongkong crowd, it would appsar, were 
{naited to action by a number of Chinese 
boyootters who have arrived at this port from 
Canton. There can be no doubt thit the riot 
had been well organi-ed and planned. and all 
the shops marked beforehand where Japanese 
goods wera supposed to be aold. It was at 

est Point that the first spark of insnbordina- 
tion flashed, and thence it spread citywards to 
the boundary of the central district, where the 
-most serious rioting took place, 

THE START AT WHST POINT. 

Early on Sunday morning it was reported to 
the Police Headquarters by [nspeotor Robertaon 
that an apparently. organised gang of coolies 

carried away a large al of Japanese 
goods from a godown in Ko Shing Street. 
This report resulted in an extra posse of polio: 
being despatched to the scene of the trouble. 
They arrested a large number of the offenders 


i ands recovered the goods. Then all was quiet 


until seven o'clook on Sunday night when a

; THE CENTRAL DISTRICT 
where another godown which was broken into, 
and more Japanese goods were removed by a 
of boyootters. The owner of this property 
to th Central Police aero, ba on 
his reporting the oocurrenoe, another of 
ioe was dnapetched, but arrived too late.

sight of it. Matters now becoming serious, it 
was decided to keep these men on duty~in case 
of farther looting, and the police had not lon 
to wait before their services were reqai 
The rioters next turned their-attantion to what 
sre known as. “ring-throwing” shops, in which 
“a legal lottery” is carried on.

were dispersed. : Datective-Sergeant Apple 
ton secured a ringleader of this mob, 
and after considerable molestation from his 
confederates, succeeded in taking him to the 
Central Station. Dotective-Sargeant Terrott 
remained behind with some half dosen Sikhs 
to protect ash p whioh the boycotters eppeared 
exceedingly anxious ta wrect. For a time 
the mab threa‘ened to rash the Bergvant, and 
he was made the target of various missiles, 
bricks and stones being thrown at him from 
the street and tbe verandahs opposite, while 
men win were stationed on the verandahs 
above him attempted to drop flower pots on 
bis head. With his revolver pointed at 
the rioters, however, Detec iva Terrett kept 
them at a safe distanca until help 
arrived. In this instanoe, as fin, most others, 
the Chinese showed great antipathy to the 
Todian police, and every fime the Sikhs charged

Another Sergeant in Des Your Road was 
manfally guarding a shop against a mob, and 
had been saccessful in keeping them at bay for 
8 considerable time. But thelbrycotters were 
most anxious (o enter that shop, and eventually 
gained admission bya cunning tuse. A native, 
apparently out of breath, hed up to the 
Sergeant and informed hier thet a shop ia 
Connaught Road had been brdken into. The 
Sergeant hastened to tha 
flad that he had been hoaxed, 
to the shop in Des Voix Bo 
it bad been wrecked by the riotérs. 

Atte Central Polica Station a patrol was 
jast moving out when a native reported to 
the Inspgotor on daty that the boyootters were 
about to attack his godown in Connaaght Boad 
and carry off his goods. .

Many of the ‘native business pl -ces 
closed their shops after dark, while those who 
ventured to keep open had placards placed 
in their windows stating that they 
did not -aell Japaneso goods. A num- 
ber of the bi« native stores sich as Look Hing’s, 
which the mob had threatened to loot, bad 
epcoial guards over them, while on the applica- 
tion of the Japanese Consul a strong pain was 
placed over the Mitsui Bugsan Kaisha’s godown. 
‘Ebroughout the riot however, not one Japanese 
store was interfered with, the boycotters con 
fining their attacks to Chinese shops suspected 
of selling Japanese goods,. 


- A PEACEFUL DAY. 


The demonstration of the military, coupled 
with the exertions of the police, had the desired 
effect upon the boyootters. Strong military 
and police patrols guarded the streefs on M n- 
day night, and native loiterers were not dealt 
lightly with, the result being that when the 
soldiers were recalled to barracks at midnight 
all was quiet. On Tuesday morning the city 
had assumed its normal state, and business 
was resumed in those places whera on the 
previous day riot had been rampant. 
of the native shops dealing in Japanese 
goods, however, remained closed, it is said 
on the suggestion of the Registrar General, 
who reocmmended such shopkeepers to keep 
their shutters up until things quietened down 
somewhat ; 

It now appears that the originators of the 
boycott were a body known as the ‘' Dare to 
Die” Society, ard that the Triad Society bad 
nothing whatever to do with the riot. It is

notes containing the following warning, “We 
hear that yon are a traitor.

INTERESTING ARGUMENT AT THE 
MAGISTR (CY. = 


Before Mr. J, B. Wood at the Magistracy 
on the 3rd inst. the hearing of the applica- 
tion for the surrender of Chan Sam Cheang to 
the Chinese Goyérnmont was continued, 

Mr. Deonys (of the Crown Solicitor’s office) 
made the application on behalf of the Chinese 
Government, and Mr. John Hastings (of 
Messrs. Hastings and Hastings) appeared for 
the defendant. 

Mr. Hastings stated that.the Chinese Govern- 
ment, or some person sent down here by the 
Viceroy of Canton, wag'applying for the ex- 
tradition of this man on the ground that he 


‘committed armed robbery in the Sun Mai 


District in Maroh last. His Worship would 
quite understand what a commiltal warrant 
meant ia these oises. They were*not debling 
here—he was going to say with a civilised Go- 
verament—bat he would say with a Baropean 
Goverament. In the osse of the Frensb, the 
German or any European Government, if 
applsing for an extradition, the great probability 
would be that the case was a true one, and that 
the mao would get a fair trial when he was 
taken to the country which was demanding his 
extradition, Batit was qaite different in deal- 
ing with a power like China. His Worship 
was perfectly “well aware that in these cases 
thers was no trial worthy of the name. 
He might say that the Magistrate's order for 
committal was practically the death warrant 
of the person ordered to be committed. 
Therefore his Worship should sorutinise with 
the greatest possible care the evidense which 
was Offered in support of the claim for oxtradi- 
tion; especially as it was common knowledge 
that these oases which were brought by the so-. 
oalled Chinese Government, which was really 
not the Chinese Goveroment'at all, bat some 
mandario or other person who was oharged with 
the duty of asking for these extraditions, From 
experiences in the past it was perfectly well known 
that these cases were too often entirely trumped 
up. That was to say that the mandarius who 
asked for the extradition wanted the man 
for some purpose or other, and for that reason 
he impressed upon hid Worship that the 
evidence in this oase—-as in all these cases—- 
reqaired to be sorutinised, examined, weighed . 
and sifted with the greatest possible care. 
In the case of a Huropesn ‘ Government 
his Worship woald be sare when the prisoner 
got to the country asking for his 
extradition that the evidence would be 
weighed and justice would be done. We know 
from our experience ia these cases that such 3 
thing as justice was unknown in China—jastice _ 
from our point of view. Mr. Hastings asked 
his Worship to consider what was the nature of 
the evidence that the Chinese Government. were 
required to bring before him. This had been 
a matter of very great controversy in 
the past, and hig Worship was perfeotly 
well aware how that controversy arose.. The

He was qasteucted that 
on the occasion which the police referred 
to, beer and bread and cheese were supplied in the 
usual way, but the servant who supplied them 
omitted (o ask the usual question. In this case 
~he was instructed that information had been 
given to the police by the proprietor of the 
Cosmopolitan Hotel. : 

Captain Badeley—What. bas it got to do 
with it where we g-t our information ? 

Mr. Dayidson—'Ihe breach complained of 
was when plain clothes officers went to the 
‘house aod asked to besupplied with liquor, He 
sobmitted that the offence was a very trifling 
one, and was hardly sufficient for refusing the 
Hoenoce if it enpplied a felt want.

TROUBLE ‘N THE HIGH 8BAS8.

on Nov. 4th, the No. 1 fireman of the steamer 
“Loong Sang” was prosecufed for arsaulting 
the seoond engineer, andthe sama defendant, 
together with three other members of the crew. 
were charged by the captain of the steamer with 
impeding the navigation and progress of the 
vessel. 

Mr. Davidson (of Meesra Hastings and 
Hastings) represented ‘‘sptain 5. J. Payne ; 
Mr. Goldring appeared for tbe reonnd engineer ; 
and Mr. Otto Kong Sing appeared for the fire- 
man on both charges. 

His Worship heard the assaalt oase first. 

Mr. Goldring stated that while the com- 
plainant and the third engineer were in (be 
engine room. on Satardey morning last, the 
defendant, the No. 1 fireman, was observed 
drinking water out of a riees room glass: Com. 
plainant warned bim not to use glasses belonging 
toths mss room, and later the defendant rushed 
up to complainant, safd he wantei t» fight, and 
strock him. Complainant drew back, bat as de- 
fendant rushed at bim again, he knocked him 
down. The third engineer was sent to the chief 
engineer to report insubordination, and com- 
plainant shortly afterwards went on deck where 
he was followed by the fireman. The defendant 
t en chased the engineer with s cbopper, and the 
latter rushed into the mess room aod secared 8 
bottle with which to defend himself. The 
defendant then became ep violent that he had 
to be pat ia irens, and he threatened to take 
complainant's life, 

J G.M. Yuill. second esgineer on the as 
“Toong Sang,” eaid he sew the defendant going 
to drink water out of a frees glass last Satur- 
day morning. The def¢ndent was the No, 1

INTERESTING APPEAL, ‘ 


Before the Fall Court the Humphreys Estate 
and Finance Co., Ld., appealed against the 
decision of the Paisne vadge in the case 
Goldring v. the Humphreys Estate and 
In the summary aotion the 
‘Puisne Jadye gave judgment for the plaintiff 
for $500, for damage done to his property 
daring a storm. 

Sir Henry Berkeley, K.C., instruoted by Mr. 
P. M. Hodgson (of Messrs. Ewens and Harston) 
appeared for the appellants and the respon- 
_ dent (who was assisted by Mr. E. J. Grist), 
. appeared in pee. 

. Sir Henry Berkeley said this was an appeal 
by the Humphreys Estate Co., as lessors of 
certain premises on the Kowloon side, against 

a decision of the Puisna Judge, in which the 

Iandlord was held to be liable in damages for 
. injuries sustained by the tenant by the leaking 
of a roof due to alleged defective repair 
of that roof, which defect was alleged to 
be s breach of the covenant of the land- 
lord to keep the roof in tenantab’e condition 
and repair. The first feature he would call 
attention to was that it was admitted on the 
evidence that the landlord had received no 
’ notice to repair. Their Lordships would see 
that the learned Paigne Judge, accepting that 
as a fact, and recognising the long series of 
cases which established the principle that under 
‘sp covenant to repair the landlord was not liable 
for breach unless notice had been given, dis- 
tinguished this particular case of Humphreys 
and Goldring from that long line of authori- 

“ties which established-that principle. And bis 
Lordship had enunciated what seemed almost 
to be a new principle inasmach as thera were 
no authorities either in this Court or 
in the Courts in England directly sustaining 
the principle that the oscupier of a flat 
who had a lease containing covenants suoh 
as were contained in this lease, wag under no 
liability to give his landlord any notice of 
want of repair. 

The Chief Justice—Doany cases with regard 
to necessity of notice to repair refer to flits?P 
In tho case of the lower flits they would only 
know of necessity to r pair by damage being 
done to the roof. 

Sir Henry Berkeley—I don't see that 
that makes avy difference whatever. I think 
that each .case which comes before the 
Court for enunciation of a princip‘e has to 
depend on the facts of the particular cas:. 
Proceeding, Counsel said he proposed to take the 
casein detail and discass the facts becanse it was 
impossible to say what the law wasin a givan cags 
until it was as to what the facts were. 
He asked their Lordships’ attention to the writ. 
On ‘the admission of the plaintiff, as part of his 
case, he was the lessee of the premises at 

Kowloon. He asked particular attention to the 
wording, because everything in this oase 
would .turn upon the true construction of 
the oontract between the parties. Every- 
thing would pp in this case upon what 

from the lessor to the lesase under the 
contract. an the Pe naerd cr iggt in his 
possession and contro » roof, pipes and 
gutters, then the long line of oases mentioned 
in this instance would not apply. Under the 
expression ‘‘ premises” everything passed that 
was necessary to the effective enjoyment of the 
premises let. He thought it was hardly 
necessary for him to Res upon the Court that 
ifa man let a flat, the roof over that fist was 
a necessary adjanct to his enjoyment of that 
- flat; and if a man took the lease of a flat with- 
out any reservation he got the ion and 
control of the roof. He submitted that the 
roof was an easement, and the tenant would 
havo a right to goon the roof for the enjoyment 
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of that easement, Therefare at this stage he 
pat it that the view taken by the Puisne Jadge, 
that plaintiff would have bbon a trespasser, if 
he had gone on the roof, was a mistaken one. 
The agreement was not drawn up by a profes- 
sional man; it was one of: those things that 
could be procared at a stationer’s, probably 
bought by the gross. : 

Mr. Goldring— It was supplied by Ewena 
and Harston. 

Sir Henory Berkeley said the landlord let 
these premises with all appartenames, and the 
drain pipes were appurtenant to the holding. 
The drain pipes were there for the convenience 
of the occupiers. 

Mr. Goldring contended that it was perfeotly 
clesr that in the absence of a«press words a 
demise was only of those things which were 
expressed in it. According to all the author. 
itics, a demise did not pass aoything more 
than what was actually meant in the agreement, 
He eubmitted that thie learned jndge in this 
case was perfectly right ia holding that the 
possession and control of the roof was retain d 
by the landlords, b cause. he had no moans 
of aco-ss to it whatever, from the pre- 
mises cocupied by him; to gain scoess to 
it, it would b9 necessary to lash two bamboo 
ladders together. It could not ba said that the 
roof was in any way demised to him, and that 
being the case ne submittsd to their Lordsbip 
that there was a very olear daly thrown upon 
the landlords to keep ia order the gutters and 
the roof. Mr. Goldring referred their Lordships 
to the osse of Clerk and Linsell on torte, a 
cage in which it was held that there was a duty 
on the pert of landlords to exercise reason- 
able preoiutions against damages to fits. 

The Chi f Justice—You sue on a covenant, 
and a covenant may be go strictly drawn thatit 
woald not cover this case, There may bea daty 
irrespective of the covenant which you have oot 
sued upon. 

Mr. Goldring—The summary oourt jaris 
diction permite a judge to take into considera- 
tion other o.uzes thsn one, and [ tl.iok tuat is 
what the learned Paisne Judge did in this oage. 
It makes my case siroog if I establish first of 
all that I bave a right to actiod for damages in 
tort, and it makes it even stronger if [ have a 
covenant. 

The Chief Justioa—Eithér you've got a duty 
under the covenant or another duty under 
Common Law, 

Mr, Goldring—The Puigne Jadge's decision 
was based on the whole of the facts, and the 
law broadly. . 

The Chief Justice—Supposing we are against 
you on the covenant and og éediniey rounds 
of negligence, this point daas not seem to hare 
been answered: that the landlord, having 
retained the possessinn of the roof, allowed the 
accumulation of water which by some means 
found its way on to your property. 

Mr, Goldring said an overszer would be 
eueieny to overlook all the Company's houses 
in Kowloon. 

After further argament 


their Lordships 
reserved their decision.
